Ratification

Treaty Taken as Indication 
That America is Abandoning 
Old Policy of Isolation.

Washington — Ratification of the 


four-power treaty abolishing the An- 
glo-Japanese alliance on the one hand 
and formally placing the United States 
in the Pacific league of nations has 
given decided impetus to the growing 
movement for more international co- 
operation instead of national isolation. 


The group in the American senate 


which has insisted that the United 
States could get along without poli- 
tical involvement with either nations 
was found to be less than one-third so 
that President Harding now can count 
upon a two thirds vote in any propos- 
als he may make for clearer under- 
standing with other nations. 


The four power treaty vote is a big 


precedent. 
Democrats and Republi- 


cans who voted for it cannot consist- 
ently change their positions when Mr. 
Harding for example proposes that the 
United States become a member of the 
reparations commission to safeguard 
American Tights in Europe. The vote

questions arising seven thousand miles 
away from one coast line is considered 
ample justifiaction for a similar vote 
in favor of cooperation in maintaining 
American rights three thousand miles 
from the other coast line. 


Friends of

plainly are happy over the result. They 
see the Harding administration going 
through a process of evolution on for- 
eign policy which will lead to bigger 
and broader international action. While 
it is true, for instance, that the United 
States found fault with the program 
of the Genoa economic and financial 
conference, declaring that some of the 
items in it were political instead of 
economic, the fact 
is the American 


government didn't want to go to Genoa 
until it had demonstrated to the world 
that the treaties 
negotiated at the 


Washington arms conference could be 
ratified. Another exhibition of senate 
resistance to a treaty signed by an 
American chief executive was feared, 
and administration officials used al- 
most the same language in referring to 
such a possible consequence, as did 
Woodrow Wilson after he came back 
from Paris. 
There are Republicans 


and Democrats today who somehow 
feel that America has vindicated her- 
self before the world in standing by a 
contract made by the constitutional 
executive. To that extent they admit 
that the senate performance after the 
Versailles treaty while technically con- 
stitutional and perhaps thoroughly un- 
derstood in America was morally em- 
barrassing to American influence and 
is still the subject of much ill-feeling 
in Europe where the alliance made on

'States and the allied powers was wel- 
comed as a* departure from American 
traditional policy of no alliances with 
Kuropc. 


Although the Senate has adopted a 


reservation proposed by Senator Bran- 
dcgee stating that the four power pact 
is not an alliance and does not commit 
the United States to armed force, there 
are few Democrats who believe the 
league of nations was a commitment 
to armed action. They think it was 
just as flexible and gave as much free- 
dom of action as the four-power pact.

In response to demands of millions 


of Mohammedans throughout the Mos- 
lem world, including India, the allied 
Near East commission Monday oflicial- 
ly announced decisions restoring to the 
Turkish nation "a vigorous indepen- 
dent national existence." 
Foreign ministers of France, Great 


Britain and Italy who met last week 
to consider revision of the treaty of 
Sevres and to bring an end to the 
Greco-Turkish war. Monday issued a 
communique formally announcing the 
following decisions: 


1, Thousands of square miles ofS ter- 


ritories, including the entire country 
of Anatolia and a large 
portion of 


Thrace, are to be returned to Turkey.

2. The Turks are to be permitted 


a. larger garrison 
at Constantinople, 


while the allied army of occupation 
is to be considerably decreased. 
* 3. Turkey is to be permitted to in- 
crease its ramy from 50,000 to S5.000. 


4. The allies will occupy the Galli- 


poli peninsula to safeguard the en- 
trance to the Dardanelles straits. 


5. Commissions will be set up on 


which Turkey will be represented, to 
revise the financial and judicial claus- 
es of the Sevres treaty. 


These concessions to Turkey are 


made conditional upon acceptance by 
the Turks of armistice terms to end 
the Greco-Turkish war.

That alone increases 
the vital capacity. 
Deep breathing which is invol- 


untary or automatic with hard exercise is the only 
deep breathing worth thinking about.

London—The Morning Post 
says 


that the question of the valuation of 
the Saar Coal Mines remains in dis 
pute to be settled by the financial ex- 
perts attached to the Allied Finance 
Ministers. 
These mines are situated* 


in the occupiced area on the French 
side of the Rhine, and the French, it 
will be remembered were 
awarded 


under the Peace Treaty the right to 
exploit these mines as part of the in- 
demnity due to this country, it be- 
ing stipulated that Germany should 
be credited with their value. 
Up to 


the present, however, it has 
been 


found impossible to carry them into 
the reparations account, as the in- 
terested parties have been unable to 
agree as to the value at which they 
should be assessed. 
The French are 


particularly interested in the ques- 
tion, as they have already had an 
unusual amount of trouble over the 
same matter. 
One reason why the 


French were unable to 
secure 
the 


award of any immediate cash from 
German reparation payments, it will 
be recalled, was that the rest of the 
Allied Goverments held that France 
must be debited with the capital value 
of the mines as an advance payment 
on the sum due to her. 
This ruling 


the French Government has always 
disputed. 


The question now comes up of the 


exact valuation of the mines.

Sunshine Canning 


Strawberries for canning should b« 


perfectly ripe, firm fruit. 
Over-rip* 


fruit loses its shape when canned and 
is less likely to keep well. 


Look the berries over very care- 


fully, 
cutting out bruised or soft 


spots and sorting the fruit. Use the 
whole perfect berries for canning and 
sunshine preserves and the small cut 
fruit for jam and marmalade. 


CANNED STRAWBERRIES 


This rule is for plain berries canned 


for table use. 
The proportions are 


calculated to suit the woman who is 
not equipped to can a largo quantity 
at one time. 
This method is a i'.UJe 
different 


from the usual cold pack but is a 
very successful and satisfactory one. 


Six quarts 
berries, 3 cups 
cane 


sugar, 1 cup boiling water. 


Wash and hull berries. Fill colan 


der with berries and dip in a large 
>an of boiling water. 
Remove in- 


stantly 
and 
dip in a pan of cold 


water. 


This qtiick blanching helps the ber 


ries to keep their shape during pro- 
cessing and insure against loss due 
to too much acidity in the fruit. Pack 
two quarts of berries 
in one quart 


jar. 
The berries are packed just as 


tightly as possible without crushing 


The JP.J3 and covers must be ster 


ilized thoroughly before filling. Bol 
the sugar and water 
until a thick 


sirup is made. 
Pour this heavy sirup 
over 
the 


fruit, filling the cans to within three 
quarters of an inch. Adjust rubber 
and half screw on top. 
Put in ho 


water 
bath 
and boil half an hour 


Count the time after the water starts 
boiling. 


LEARN A WORD 


EVERY DAY 


The water must cover the tops of 


he- jars. When the water has boiled 
ust 30 minutes remove from water 
and cool as quickly as possible. 


Ea careful not to put the cans in 


4 draft, for cold air striking the hot ] 
ars in one spot 
will 
break them. 


Tighten tops and tufn upside down to 
cool. Store in a dark, cool, dry place. 


When 
dipping the berries in the 


•>an of boiling water do not let ttve 
'ruit remain a minute in tho water. 
Dip In and right out and immediately 
nto the cold water. 


OPEN KETTLE METHOD 


Do not cook more than enough to 


fill one can at a time. Put one cup 
sugar and ono-half 
cup 
water in 


smooth stew pan. When boiling add 
berries and boil eight minutes. 
Use 


two quarts of berries for each quart 
can. 


Fill sterilized jars with berries and 


add juice to cov^er fruit and fill can 
to overflowing. 
The fruit and juice 


must bo boiling when put into the 
can and tht- can must be perfectly 
full to exclude all air. 


If these two things are overlooked 


the fruit will not keep. 
More juice 


is formed 
when 
the 
open 
kettle 


method is used than when fruit is 
canned by the cold pack method. 


Any juice left from the first can 


of fruit should be used for the sec- 
ond can. 
Add one cup of sugar and 


enough water to make one-half cup. 
Juice left after all the fruit is canned 
should be sealed while boiling and 
saved. 


This juice can be used in drinks or 


combined with red 
raspberries 
or 


rhubarb in jelly or marmalade.
